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The Narrows, Loch Ard. Loch Ard is a pretty little 
lake in the neighbourhood of Aberfoyle, about three miles 
long and of irregular formation. It has been described as 
a spacious mirror which reflects in still;magnificence the 
high, dark heathy mountains, huge grey rocks and shaggy 
banks by which it is encircled. The scenerv surrounding 
the Narrows is both picturesque and pleasing. 
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
